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The  object  of  the  Society  is  to  delineate  remains  of  Antiquity ; e.  g.  ancient  Ecclesiastical, 
Military,  and  Domestic  Edifices,  Sepulchral  Monuments,  Brasses,  Fonts,  Stained  Glass,  Tiles, 
Armour,  Dress,  Jewellery,  Plate,  Embroidery,  Furniture,  Carvings,  Illuminations  of  ancient 
MSS.,  Copies  of  rare  Prints,  Portraits,  Seals,  Coins,  Heraldry,  &c.  &c.,  illustrative  of  the 
early  and  middle  ages. 

Supposing  the  Society  to  consist  of  100  members,  each  subscribing  IO5.  6d.^  it  is  calculated 
that  an  annual  volume  of  40  or  50  prints  might  be  produced,  to  a copy  of  which  every 
subscriber  would  be  entitled.  But  as  probably  only  some  of  the  members  wmuld  wish  to 
contribute  the  requisite  drawings,  each  contributor  would  have  to  send  his  or  her  portion 
of  the  whole  number.  For  instance,  if  forty  prints  were  required,  and  there  were  twenty 
members  who  would  contribute  the  drawings  for  them,  each  would  have  to  send  two. 

Every  such  contributor  to  be  entitled  to  at  least  ten  extra  impressions  from  each  of  his 
drawings,  with  the  privilege  of  having  as  many  more  taken  at  his  own  expense  as  he  may 
think  proper : it  being  however  understood,  that  such  extra  impressions  shall  not  be  ottered 
for  sale,  nor  used  for  publication  in  other  works.  It  is  not  requisite  that  the  contributors  of 
the  drawings  should  draw  them  themselves. 

The  size  of  the  Anastatic  Drawings  must  not  exceed  7^  inches  by  9|-,  inclusive  of  the  written 
names,  and  exclusive  of  the  margin.  The  name  of  each  subject  and  of  the  artist,  and  also 
the  year  when  drawn,  to  be  written  witliin  the  size  mentioned.  The  drawings  to  be  sent  to 
the  Secretary  not  later  than  August. 

Contributors  who  wish  to  colour  prints  taken  from  their  drawings,  must  mention  it  to  the 
Secretary  Avhen  they  send  them. 

It  is  desirable  that  the  drawings  should  be  as  much  as  possible  of  subjects  hitlierto  unpub- 
lished *,  or  be,  at  least,  original  sketches. 

A short  description  of  each  sliould  also  be  sent,  from  which  a Descriptive  List  for  the  year 
will  be  formed. 

]\Iembers  doubling  or  trebling  their  subscription  to  be  entitled  to  so  many  more  copies  of  the 
work ; or  subscribers  of  a guinea  may  have  folio  copies  with  the  prints  on  tinted  paper.

The  Secretary  to  have  three  copies  of  the  annual  volume. 

Persons  wishing  to  become  Members,  and  Members  wishing  to  leave  the  Society,  are 
requested  to  inform  the  Secretary  as  early  in  the  year  as  possible.  Members  intending  to 
<-ontribute  drawings  should  make  known  their  intention  to  the  Secretary  not  later  than  May ; 
and,  if  possible,  mention  the  intended  subjects  of  them,  in  order  to  prevent  duplicates  being 
sent.  They  are  also  requested  to  read  over  the  regulations  respecting  the  drawings  before 
they  begin  them,  and  again  wiien  they  think  they  are  finished.

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©uter=EitIc.  A.  S.  EUis^  Esq. — Bettiscoml)e  Clmrcli,  co.  Dorset.  Hutchins  says  this  “is  an  ancient 
building,  and  contains  nothing  remarkable.”  The  Church,  which  was  taken  down  in  1862  to  give  place  to  a 
more  commodious  structure,  consisted  of  a Chancel,  Nave,  and  South  Porch;  and  the  west  Gable  was  sur- 
mounted by  a Bell-turret  with  louvred  windows,  and  a stone  pyramidal  roof.  The  two  side  walls  projected 
into  the  Nave,  and  the  east  wall  was  supported  by  a chamfered  pointed  arch.  The  Chancel-arch  was  of  very 
Early  English  date. 

Tlie  arms  in  the  border  are, — 

Arg.  a chevron  between  3 bats  sa.,  for  Battiscombe,  a Dorsetshire  family  denominated  from  the  place. 

Arg.  on  a chevron  sa.  between  3 herons  az.  as  many  escallops  or,  for  Brown  of  Frampton,  co.  Dorset,  wliich 
family  formerly  possessed  tliis  manor. 

Gu.  3 crescents  or,  whence  issue  as  many  cross-crosslets  titchde  arg..,  for  Pinney,  from  a monmnent  in  the 
Church,  where  several  of  the  name  are  buried.  This  family,  now  represented  by  Col.  Pinney,  M.P.,  appears 
by  Hutchins’  Dorsetshire  to  have  held  an  estate  in  this  ])arish. 

(7r,  on  a Cross  sa.  5 crescents  of  the  held,  for  Ellis,  co.  Cork. 

Eitlc=^agc.  Dr.  Gihson. — Sculptured  Shield  in  the  Museum  at  Fountains  Abbey  witli  the  initials, 
pastoral  statf,  and  mitre  of  Marmaduke  Huliy,  the  31st  Abbat,  A.D.  1494 — 1526.  Tlie  lettering  is  taken  from 
an  old  gravestone  in  the  same  Abbey,  which  lay  over  John,  the  10th  Abbat,  A.D.  1203 — 9. 


I.  fHonument  of  Horton,  tn  tf)c  Cropt,  (IfantciTmrn  (UaHjetiraL  J\Liss  Ilaslrer. — 

The  Ai'chbishop’s  tomb  was  a very  costly  one,  but  the  puritans  in  the  time  ot  the  Great  Rebellion  defaced  it 
shamefully.  His  hgure,  in  his  pontificals,  sculptured  in  stone  still  remains ; and  on  the  arch  over  it  there 
have  been  many  small  hgui’cs  and  much  ornamental  sculpture.  The  back  of  the  monument  is  open,  and 
through  it  is  seen  nearly  in  the  centre  of  the  Crypt  the  Chapel  of  the  Blessed  Virgin,  constructed,  it  is  said,  by 
the  Archbishop,  by  the  in  closure  of  the  spaces  between  the  massive  Norman  Pillars  with  light  Perpendicular 
screen-work. 

John  Morton  was  born  A.D.  1410  at  Bere  in  Dorsetshire.  He  was  consecrated  Bishop  of  Ely  in  1478  ; and 
in  1486  was  elected  by  the  Prior  and  Convent  of  Canterbury  to  be  Archbishop.  He  died  in  1500 ; his  tomb 
was  previously  constructed. 

II.  (Craigmillar  Castle,  near  lEbinlmrglj.  Dr.  Gihson. — The  date  of  the  Castle  is  unknown,  but 
on  an  outer  wall  is  1427.  It  was  burnt  by  the  English  after  the  battle  of  Pinkie  in  1555.  A large  part 
however  of  the  building  is  of  a date  much  anterior  to  this.  It  is  one  of  the  best  specimens  of  Scottish 
Castles.  K.  James  Vth  during  his  minority  occupied  it  occasionally,  as  also  did  Q.  Mary.  Tlie  Castle  and 
Estate  of  Craigmillar  were  acquired  by  Sir  Simon  Preston  in  1374  from  John  de  Capella,  and  they  continued 
in  the  Preston  family  till  the  Revolution,  when  they  were  purchased  by  Sir  T.  Gilmour,  to  whose  descendant, 
W.  Little  Gilmour,  Esq.,  they  noAV  belong. 

The  stone  bearing  the  arms  and  rebus  of  Preston  is  over  a doorway  leading  from  the  outer  court. 
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III.  IHtrijacrs,  Clapton  in  Cortiano,  Somcrsctsljirc*  A.  A.  Clarke^  Esq. — Tins  very  interesting 
Church  is  situated  on  a rugged  eminence,  backed  by  wooded  hill-sides,  and  over-looking  the  beautiful  plains  that 
run  up  between  Cleveden  and  Portishead,  and  the  blue  distances  of  the  Welsh  mountains  “ ’cross  Channel.” 

It  is  indeed  a charming  fabric,  and  is  equally  and  justly  esteemed  by  both  Archseologist  and  Artist.  There 
are  remains  of  Norman  work,  as  exemplified  in  the  Tower,  which  the  sketch  illustrates.  Early  English  triplets 
and  other  windows,  flowing  Decorated,  and  linear  Perpendicular.  The  coved  roofs  are  in  excellent  preservation, 
and  their  cornices  of  most  elegant  design.  The  remains  of  the  stone  super-altar  exist ; and  in  the  stone  reredos, 
resting  on  Early  capitals,  are  yet  the  massive  brazen  candlesticks,  as  of  yore,  but  the  lights  are  extinguished. 
The  rarest  thing  in  the  Church,  however,  is  the  Bench-ends,  for  they  are  of  1.3th  century  date ; simple  in 
form,  roomy,  and  comfortable,  and  perhaps  the  oldest  oaken  benches  of  any  Church  in  England. 

IV.  ffiatcixiap  of  Hlarlcm*  Rev.  J.  L.  Petit. — The  Gateway  of  Harlem  is  of  brick,  and  of  the  15th  or 
16th  century.  It  figm-es,  if  I remember  rightly,  in  several  of  Dutch  paintings. 

V.  (CoatljllS.  Mrs.  Beckett. — Most  probably  brought  from  Vulci,  where  the  greater  number  of  vases 
bearing  the  mystic  eye-pattern  have  been  found.  This  symbol  has  puzzled  all  students  of  ceramography. 
tSome  have  thought  that  these  eyes  were  charms  against  the  Evil  eye,  in  which  the  ancients  believed  as  strongly 
as  the  southern  inhabitants  of  modern  Europe ; but  in  the  present  instance  the  symbol  appears  to  represent  the 
Evil  eye  itself.  It  is  twice  represented,  and  there  are  three  figiues,  two  of  which  are  fleeing,  and  the  third  is 
represented  as  endeavouring  to  screen  himself  with  his  shield : but  all  are  apparently  under  its  influence  of 
suijerstitious  terror.  The  groundwork  of  the  design  is  red ; the  pattern  black,  Avhite,  and  deep  red.  The  bold 
sweep  of  the  handle  and  the  delicacy  of  the  ware  are  remarkable.

VII.  SlbarC  ro.  ILtinCttCk.  Rev.  J.  Brooke. — Adare  is  situated  on  the  small  river  klague, 

whicli  joins  the  Shannon  six  miles  below  the  village.  The  Augustinian  Abbey,  here  represented,  was  founded 
in  1315  l»y  -lohii  Earl  of  Kildare,  and  lies  within  the  demesne  of  Adare  Castle.  It  consists  of  the  Nave,  Choir, 
South  Transept,  and  ToAver  of  the  Church.  The  Cloisters  also  remain,  Avhich  are  nearly  perfect ; and  in  the 
centre  of  the  enclosure  is  a venerable  Ybav  Tree,  Avhich  overshadoAA^s  the  space,  similar  to  that  which  occupies 
the  same  position  in  the  Cloisters  of  Mucross  Abbey. 

In  the  distance  are  the  remains  of  a Franciscan  Abbey,  noAV  used  as  the  Parish  Church,  adjoining  aaIucIi  is 
the  ruined  Castle  of  the  Desmonds,  Avhich  AA'as  dismantled  by  CromAvell. 

In  the  village  exists  a third  Abbey,  called  The  Black  Abbey,  uoav  fitted  up  as  a Homan  Catholic  Chapel. 

VIII.  ^lafldStcr  'slItar:Cablc.  Rev.  J.  M.  Gresleij. — This  appears  to  be  a compartment  of  a series  of 
“ tables,”  sucli  as  composed  the  Ileredos  of  Altars  before  their  general  destruction  at  the  Keformation.  Tliey 
are  frequently  mentioned  at  that  period  in  tlie  inventories  of  the  spoils  of  the  Conventual  Churches.  A series 
of  three  others,  discovered  among  the  ruins  of  Fountains  Abbey,  and  probably  from  an  Altar  of  the  B.  V.  M., 
arc  given  in  the  volume  for  I860.  The  present  example  seems  to  be  from  an  Altar  of  S.  John  Baptist,  aaJio  is 
represented  bound  Avith  cords;  above  him  is  ids  head,  after  decollation,  in  a charger;  and,  higher  still,  angels 
are  conveying  aAA^ay  Ids  soul.  (Gal.  id,  28,  IMatt.  xx,  30.)  The  other  sculptured  figures  arc  SS.  Peter,  Paul, 
Catherine,  and  iiargarct.  The  draAving  of  Avhich  this  is  a copy  Avas  made  a century  or  more  ago. 

IX.  transept,  ffilasgoUi  Catijcbval.  Riev.  n.  Moore. — The  Choir  of  this  fine  edifice,  (dedi- 
cated to  S.  i\Iungo,)  is  First-pointed.  The  Transe])ts  and  Nave  appareidly  belong  to  the  Early  or  Geometrical 
Middle-jiointcd  jieriod.  in  spite  of  the  many  incongruities  Avhicli  have  been  introduced  in  connection  AAdth  the 
Presbyterian  form  of  AAmrship,  the  building  has,  in  many  respects,  l)een  avcU  and  successtully  restored. 

X.  |3nUrd)0btn,  Jiuntsllirc.  J/As  Pearson. — The  present  building  has  the  date,  A.D.  1.540.  Origin- 
ally it  Avas  a Monastic  stmeture. 

Xr.  Pdoiiastic  HuiUjitngs,  Bbrsljam,  MorcfStciAijirc.  Mrs.  Spode. — A"er_y  few  are  the  vestiges 
Avhich  noAV  remain  of  the  once  magniticent  Abbey  of  Evesham.  It  Avas  founded  by  S.  Egwin,  third  Bishop 
of  Worcester,  A.D.  7<)1.  lJi)on  the  resignation  of  Abbat  Lichfield  in  1.530,  the  King,  at  the  instigation  of  T. 
CroniAvell,  to  afi'ect  an  a] •] )earaTACC  of  voluntary  surrender  on  the  ]Aart  of  the  CouA'Cnt,  caused  Philip  llaAAdbrd, 
or  llayfonl,  (avIiosc  fandly  name  Avas  Pallard,  and  Avho  had  been  cellarer  of  the  Alonastery,)  to  assume  the 
character  of  Abbat.  In  an  original  letter,  dated  .lidy  2()th,  this  individual  admits  that  it  AAms  only  through 
CroniAvell  that  lie  had  been  “ preferryde  to  occu}iyc  the  roonic  of  Abbott  here”;  and  on  the  17th  of  NoATinber 


following  lie  delivered  up  tlie  Monastery  to  the  King.  “ Thus,”  says  Burnet,  “ all  the  Abbots  were  now  placed 
by  the  King,  and  were  generally  picked  out  to  serve  his  turn,”  The  Almonry  of  the  Abbey,  (here  repre- 
sented,) with  its  garden,  court,  and  other  buildings  and  premises,  were  appointed  by  the  King’s  commissioners 
to  “ Sir  Bhillipe  Hayford  late  abbotte  there  for  terme  of  his  life,  without  any  payment  for  the  same  or  any 
portion  thereof.”  See  Maij  s Descriptive  History  of  Evesham. 

XII,  XIII.  StaiHcti  ffilass,  Stockcrston  (Cijurdj,  ILctccstcrsIjtrc.  G.  G.  Bdlairs.^  The 

nailing  of  our  Lord  on  the  Cross  is  in  the  centre  light  of  the  east  window  of  the  north  Aisle,  and  next  to  the 
S.  Clement  drawn  in  the  last  volume,  plate  LXI,  but  is  not  so  well  finished  in  the  detail  as  that  painting.  The 
faces  are  full  of  expression.  It  is  much  corroded  and  injured  by  time.  Over  it  is  a good  canopy. 

“This  Mannor,”  says  Burton  [Description  of  Leicestershire.,  p.  271),  “in  the  time  of  Edward  tlie  first  was 
the  inheritance  of  Thomas  de  Boyuile,  who  bare  gueUes  a f esse  Or  hetiveene  3 Saultiers  humet  Arg..,  to  whom 
the  said  King  Edward  the  first  (32,  Ed.  1.,)  gaue  liberty  of  free  Warren  heere.  John  Boiuile,  the  last  heyre 
male  of  this  house,  died  in  the  eight  yeere  of  Edward  the  fourth,  leauing  issue  three  daughters  and  co-heyres. 
Elizabeth,  married  to  lohn  Cockainc  of  Cockaine  Hatley  in  the  county  of  Bedford ; Margaret,  married  to 
Thomas  Bestwould ; and  Anne,  married  to  lohn  Sou  thill,”  wlio  is  represented  in  this  compartment  of  a win- 
dow, Gules.,  a spread  Eagle  Argent.,  on  her  mantle,  being  the  arms  of  Southill. 

XIV.  ffirtltcbJOT,  'SlljhClJ,  5LailCa0^U‘C.  J.  W.  Oddie.,  Esq. — AAhalley  Abbey  was  founded 

A.D.  1296  for  Cistercian  Monks,  who  removed  hither  from  Stanlaw  in  Cheshire,  owing  to  the  unpropitious 
nature  of  that  locality.  A solitary  fragment  of  a pillar  alone  marks  the  site  of  the  once  stately  Conventual 
Clmrch,  but  of  the  other  buildings  connected  with  it  there  are  many  relics.  The  most  remarkable  are  two 
Gateways,  the  Dormitory,  the  Cloisters,  the  Kitchen,  and  the  Abbat’s  Oratory. 

XY.  Jlont  at  Bcg.stlisbu,  Miss  Darwin. 

XVI.  ^injuries,  Trdauti.  Lev.  J.  Broohe. — Thurles  is  situated  on  the  river  Suis,  in  the  County  of 
Tipperary,  and  has  for  many  years  been  the  constant  residence  of  the  Eoman  Catholic  Primates  of  Munster. 
The  ruined  edifice  on  the  other  side  of  the  bridge  is  said  to  be  that  of  the  Castle  of  the  Knights  Templars  ; but 
no  authentic  record  exists  of  the  time  of  its  erection,  or  of  its  subsec[uent  possessors. 

XVII.  SoIjll’S,  (iTorutDalL  A.  A.  Clarhe.,  Esq.—LliQ  quaint  old  Church  Tower  of  S.  John’s  lies 
in  a deep  secluded  valley  densely  wooded,  at  the  head  of  S.  John’s  Lake,  not  far  from  Davenport.  The  Church 
itself  was  rebuilt  about  two  centuries  ago,  and  is  perhaps  as  uninviting  and  uninteresting  as  any  building 
dignified  by  the  name  of  Church  could  possibly  be.  There  are  no  charming  l)its  to  record,  no  architectural  or 
archteological  treasures  to  disclose : all  is  bald,  bare,  and  dreary.  The  ToAver  alone  remains  to  mark  the 
ancient  sanctity  of  the  spot ; and  this  is  a very  picturescpie  feature ; Avith  its  Ioav  ])yramidical  roof  and  massiA’e 
Avails,  so  Aveather-stained  and  rich  with  the  colour  of  centuries.  The  DoorAvay  is  of  Cornish  Perpendicular. 

XVIII.  ISuglls!)  <SpurS.  Bev.  J.  M.  Gresley. — 1,  Prick  Spur  of  iron,  and  of  the  earliest  form.  The 
arms  are  straight,  and  are  flattened  on  the  inner  side.  It  Avas  fastened  by  a single  strap,  passing  through 
the  loops  at  the  flattened  anti  enlarged  extremities  of  the  arms,  and  buckled,  on  the  instep.  Spurs  of  this 
description  may  be  seen  Avorn  Iav  the  Avarriors  in  the  Bayeux  Tajtestry,  and  continued  in  Aise  until  towards 
the  close  of  the  reign  of  King  Henry  the  lind,  Avlien  the  arms  of  the  spur  became  curved;  and  in  the  reign  of 
King  Henry  the  Illrd  Ave  find  the  roAvel  in  use. 

2,  A good  example  of  the  spur  of  the  time  of  King  Bichard  the  Ilnd : the  arms  are  strongly  curved,  and 
the  roAvel  large,  Avith  eight  foliated  points.  It  AAvas  found  at  Uplands  House,  Winchester,  a few  hundred  yards 
outside  the  AA'estern  Gate. 

3,  The  chief  characteristics  of  the  spur  of  the  time  of  King  Henry  the  Wth  AAxre  a straighter  arm  than  that 
of  the  preceding  reign,  single  ]Aerforations  for  the  strap  mounts,  exaggerated  crests,  and  foliated  roAvels.  Some- 
times these  characteristics  Avill  be  seen  united  in  one  spur;  in  other  examples,  one  of  these  features  will  Ijc 
found  to  mark  the  period. 

4,  The  peculiar  curve  of  the  arms  of  this  spur  is  similar  to  those  engraved  on  the  brass  of  Sir  Ivo  FitzAvaryn, 
1414,  in  Wantage  Church,  of  Sir  Symon  de  Eelbrigge,  1416,  iu  Felbrigg  Church,  Norfolk,  and  of  Sir  Hugh 
Halsham,  1441,  in  West  Grinstead  Church,  Sussex. — See  James’  Booh  of  Spurs. 

1,  3,  and  4,  Avere  purchased  by  the  contributor  of  this  draAving  at  Salisbury  in  1840,  and  Avere  said  to  have  been 
found  at  Clarendon,  Wiltshire,  Avith  the  arroAv  heads  sketched  in  the  volume  of  the  A.D.S.  for  1860,  plate  xxxix. 
No.  2 Avas  presented  to  the  same  collection  by  the  Eev.  J.  II.  Austin,  Secretary  of  the  Purbeck  Society. 
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XIX.  ffirabc=stoncs  at  jFurncss  1LancasI)irc«  Mss  Barstow. 

XX.  ffib3USan;Cg,  jHilttS^trC.  Miss  Pearson. — Gwysaney  is  a mansion  of  the  sixteenth  century.  It 
was  garrisoned  in  the  time  of  the  Great  Eehellion,  and  was  taken  on  the  12th  of  April,  1645,  by  the  rebels 
commanded  by  Sir.  AV.  Brereton.  Subsequently  it  was  a stronghold  and  hiding-place  of  the  Jacobites.  See 
Pennant's  Tour  in  North  Wales. 

XXI.  XXII.  ©ccrtjurst  Ctjurctj,  ^ilouccstcrstitre*  Miss  Strickland.— A.  reference  to  the  ground- 
plan  in  the  volume  for  1861,  plate  xvi,  will  make  the  following  description  intelligible.  On  the  left  side  of 
])late  XXI  are  the  Door-ways  A and  B : in  the  centre  is  a large  Arch,  formerly  opening  into  the  Apse,  of  which 
some  remains  are  shown  in  the  plan.  On  the  riglit  are  the  Door-ways  5 and  6,  which  are  also  given  on  the 
left  side  of  plate  xxii.  Higher  up  in  the  same  wall  (plate  xxir,)  are  the  remains  of  the  steps  of  the  Kood- 
loft,  10.  In  the  furthest  wall  is  the  remnant  of  a rude  and  ponderous  Arch,  7,  probably  an  early  entrance  to 
the  Priory ; to  the  right  of  which,  in  the  south  Avail,  is  shown  another  Door-Avay,  8,  now  partly  walled  up,  and 
used  as  a AA^indow,  Avhich  is  square-headed  Avithin  but  Avith  a semicircular  Arch  outside,  the  dripstone  termi- 
nating in  tAvo  dragons’  heads,  smaller  but  very  similar  to  those  in  the  Chancel.  The  large  Arch  in  this  plate 
(xxii)  Avas  unknoAAui  till  the  recent  examinations,  having  been  walled  up  probably  when  the  Rood-loft  Avas 
made.  The  AAmll  had  been  plastered,  and  covered  AAuth  a large  fresco  painting,  Avith  signs  of  an  Altar  in  front. 
The  painting  had  been  at  Amrious  times  so  broken  that  nothing  of  the  subject  could  be  made  out,  further  than 
that  it  contained  a number  of  heads,  mostly  female.  Still  more  to  the  right,  but  not  included  in  the  drawing, 
is  an  unornamented  Piscina,  11.  The  small  AvindoAV  OA^er  the  Arch  is  much  splayed  Avithin,  especially  towards 
the  left ; and  the  lintel-stone  is  fixed  by  being  let  doAvn  into  projections  on  the  uprights. 

These  sketches  AA-ere  taken  while  the  interior  Avas  entirely  divested  of  wood-Avork,  so  that  the  vicAV  of  the 
most  ancient  parts  Avas  quite  unobstructed.  It  has  been  thought  necessary  to  plaster  the  Avhole  of  the  interior 
of  the  AA'alls,  but  all  the  outside  has  been  done  so  as  to  shoAv  each  stone  distinctly,  thus  preserving  the  antiquity 
of  the  masonry. 

XXIII.  Jloutifl'OttlC,  near  Xarboitnc.  Pev.  J.  L.  Petit. — The  Church  is  disused,  or  was  so  recently ; 
but  the  Alonks  are  digging  for  a treasure  hidden  at  the  Revolution,  and  aauII  restore  the  Church  Avhen  they  have 
found  it.  The  style  is  pointed,  of  about  the  beginning  of  the  13th  century,  and  there  are  some  rich  Cloisters. 

XXIV.  ^beko  (Sijiurrjj,  lESSCX*  Rev.  II.  Moore. 

NXY.  fHonuments  in  tljc  Xort!)  f'ransept,  ^slihournc  Cturd;,  ©erhbsfitrr.  Miss  Darwin. — 
ddie  recumbent  figure,  by  T.  Banks,  R.A.,  of  Penelope  Boothby,  Avho  died  in  1791,  aged  6,  is  said  to  have 
suggested  to  Hir  F.  Chantry  the  design  of  his  exquisite  monument  in  Lichfield  Cathedral  to  Ellen-Jane  and 
All  irianne  Robinson. 

The  high  monument  beyond  tins  is  to  the  memory  of  Elizabeth  Boothby,  only  daughter  of  Sir  Brooke  and 
Dame  Pheebe  Boothby;  born  Feb.  16th,  1758,  died  Aug.  22nd,  1805. 

The  flaming  urn  has  an  inscri])tion  to  Ann,  Avife  of  Brooke  Boothby,  daughter  of  Henry  Cavendish,  of 
Doveridge,  Derbyshire,  Avho  died  July  2nd,  1701,  in  her  tAventy-fifth  year.  Also  to  her  only  son,  AFilliam, 
Avho  died  Se])t.  22nd,  1708,  in  the  ninth  year  of  his  age. 

The  tAA'o  effigies  nearer  the  AvindoAV  are  supposed  to  represent  Sir  John  Cockayne,  Avho  died  in  1375,  and 
his  brother  in  the  dress  of  a civilian. 

Beyond  these  arc  su])posed  to  be  Sir  .Tohn  Cockayne,  slain  at  the  battle  of  ShrcAVsbury,  and  his  Avife. 

'I’he  altar-tomb  in  the  corner  has  incised  effigies  on  the  top,  and  a metrical  inscription  recording  the  virtues 
of  Sir  Thomas  Cockainc,  Avho  Imilt  two  houses,  impaled  three  parks.

XXA^I.  lEtniSCcUl  Vases.  Mrs.  Beckett.- — The  small  one  is  a Cal])is,  or  Avater-jar,  deriving  its  specific 
character  from  the  ])osscssion  of  three  handles.  It  is  of  a ]nire  black,  in  perfect  preservation,  and  was  formerly 
a liighly-])rized  s])ecimen  in  the  Beckfurd  Collection.  Height  inches. 

4'lie  tall  Vase  Avas  ])robably  used  for  ])erlume.  It  is  of  red  and  black  painting,  representing  a female  playing 
the  tambourine  to  some  hero.  Height  inches. 
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XXVII.  Stibiarti’s  ^Krammar;,Sc!)ooI,  king’s  Xorton,  SEorccstcrstjtre*  Rev.  E.  R. 

Pitman. — This  building  is  situated  at  the  north-east  corner  of  the  Church-yard,  and  is  coeval  in  point  of 
foundation  with  King  Edward’s  School  at  Birmingham.  The  authorities  at  King’s  Norton  chose  to  have  the 
endowment  in  ready  money ; those  of  Birmingham  in  dirty  acres.  The  present  difference  between  the  two 
sister  buildings  is  very  striking,  owing  to  the  great  value  of  land  in  and  about  the  “ City  of  Iron.” 

XXVIII.  Sout!)  ©oor'toag,  Illolgfjeatl  Gap.  G.  T.  Mowhray.~T\\&  Parish 

Church  is  dedicated  to  S.  Cybi,  and  occupies  the  site  of  a Religious  House  founded  by  that  Saint,  or,  accord- 
ing to  others,  by  Prince  Maelgwyn.  It  is  a cruciform  building.  The  exterior  is  remarkable  for  its  sculpture, 
particularly  on  the  south  Transept  and  in  the  south  Porch,  which  latter  contains  a figm-e  of  S.  Cybi  under  a 
canopy. — See  Murray's  Handbook  of  N.  Wales. 

XXIX.  Bronze  I^oman  Hamp.  Rev.  J.  Brooke. — This  beautiful  specimen  of  ancient  Roman  art  is 
in  the  possession  of  Domville  Poole,  Esq.,  of  Marbury,  Cheshire.  It  represents  Pluto  seated  on  Cerberus, 
and  them  resting  on  the  back  of  a Dragon,  which  last  forms  the  lamp.  The  aperture  for  supplying  the  oil  is 
placed  in  the  neck  of  the  Dragon,  whose  mouth  forms  the  receptacle  for  the  flame ; the  whole  being  evidently 
emblematic  of  the  Infernal  Regions.  The  height  of  it  from  the  Dragon’s  claw  to  the  crown  of  Pluto’s  head  is 
8 inches,  its  length  9 inches,  and  width  from  wing  to  wing  5^  inches. 

XXX.  Intfrior  of  IHrlliournc  (Ef)urc||,  JDcrkysliirc  N.  Joyce.,  Esq. — A view  of  this  Chiu-ch 
from  the  south-east,  and  some  description  of  it,  will  be  found  in  the  volume  for  1855,  plate  XLll.  The  present 
sketch  was  taken  in  1860,  while  the  Church  was  being  “ restored.”  There  is  an  account  of  the  mural  painting 
by  the  Chancel-arch,  and  conjectures  respecting  its  meaning,  in  The  Reliquary,  Vol,  I.  pp.  31,  252. 

XXXI.  ©test  m tj)C  of  fEaro  lEagbalcnr,  litpon.  J.  w.  Gillen,  Esq.—\w 

the  volume  for  1858,  plate  iii,  will  be  found  some  account  of  this  establishment  and  its  Chapel. 

XXXII.  OToofiCtt  ^orcfj,  ILtttle  Clacton  Cljurdj,  Bsscx.  Rev.  E.  R.  Pitman.— Church, 
dedicated  to  St.  John,  is  pleasantly  situated  beside  the  Hall.  It  is  a plain  building,  tiled.  The  Tower  con- 
tains six  bells,  and  measures  fifty-one  feet  in  height  to  the  battlements,  above  which  there  is  a spire,  shingled. 
The  Church  was  given  by  Bishop  Belmeis  to  the  Abbot  and  Canons  of  St.  Osyth,  to  whom  the  great  tithes 
being  appropriated,  a vicarage  was  ordained,  Avhich  continued  in  their  gift  till  the  suppression  of  Monas- 
teries.— Wright's  History  of  Essex,  p.  792. 

XXXIII,  XXXIV.  Nortlj  0ltic  anti  Xa&c  of  ©nmfcrnltnc  ^bficn.  Dr.  Gibson. — Founded  by 
King  Malcolm  the  Illrd,  circa  1075.  In  1560  the  Abbey  Church  was  almost  destroyed  by  the  reformers. 
James  Vlth  fitted  up  the  western  part,  which  had  escaped,  and  in  1816  the  present  Choir,  Transepts,  and 
Cross-Tower  were  built.  The  shatfered  foundations  of  a tomb,  originally  in  the  old  Choir,  or  Lady-Chapel, 
but  now  outside  the  east  window,  is  all  that  remains  in  the  way  of  monuments  to  show  that  Dumfernline  Abbey 
was  the  burial-place  of  eight  Kings,  five  Queens,  six  Princes,  and  two  Princesses  of  Scotland,  the  present  pul- 
pit being  placed  just  over  the  grave  of  “ The  Prince.”  It  was  like  most  other  early  Religious  Institutions  in 
Scotland  a Culdean  establishment,  before  the  proper  authority  became  recognized  in  this  country,  and  Avas 
raised  to  the  dignity  of  an  Abbey  by  King  David  the  1st.  It  Avas  built  about  the  same  period  as  Durham  and 
Selby,  and  much  on  the  same  plan,  excepting  that  Durham  was  intended  to  have  a stone  roof,  Avhile  Dumfern- 
line and  Selby  (founded  by  William  the  1st)  Avere  built  for  Avooden  ones.  The  sketch  of  the  Nave  is  taken 
looking  tOAvards  the  east. 

XXXV,  XXXVI.  0alt  |3anellmg  anti  Jiurntturc,  Hanglry  Hlall,  fDcrliysljirc*  Mrs.  Peach.— 

Another  sketch  of  oak  Avork  in  this  ancient  house  of  the  Bassetts  in  the  16th  century  is  given  in  the  volume 
for  1861,  plate  xiii. 

XXXVII.  ®[pton  tossctt  ©Ijurclj,  Sljropsljtrc  Rev.  J.  Brooke. — The  exterior  of  this  little 
Church,  with  its  small  round-headed  Avindows  and  simple  Bell-turret,  gives  little  indication  of  the  Archi- 
tectural beauties  Avithin.  The  Chancel- Arch,  here  represented,  is  a fine  specimen  of  later  Norman  AVOrk,  and 
that  which  forms  the  entrance  within  the  Porch  is  of  the  same  date  and  character.  The  Font,  also  of  the  same 
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period,  is  of  a singailar  form,  jar-shaped,  and  rudely  ornamented.  From  indications  in  the  wall  of  two  pointed 
arches,  now  blocked  up,  it  seems  that  a northern  aisle  once  existed,  of  a later  date. 

The  old  red-brick  Manor-House  adjoining,  with  its  numerous  gables  and  clustered  chimneys,  together  with 
the  Gate-house  of  the  same  style,  form  an  interesting  accompaniment  to  the  quaint  little  Church. 

XXXVIII.  Eolxier  of  Burg  C!)urc!j,  near  Earnseg*  W.  Robinson^  Esq. 

XXXIX.  Norman  IBoor^lxias,  Itirfeljs  SEisfte,  gorhstire.  P.  R.  Hammond^  Esq. 

^ XL.  Brtch  ©ooGhiag,  Bladt  Jrtars,  Bebcrleo.  Mrs.  Hudson. — The  House  of  the  Dominican 
Friars,  of  which  there  are  considerable  remains,  was  situated  to  the  north-east  of  the  Minster.  It  was 
surrounded  by  a brick  wall,  having  two  ornamented  entrances,  of  which  this  sketch  shows  the  east  one.  It 
is  built  of  dark  red  well-moulded  bricks.  The  clay  has  been  so  well  tempered  and  carefully  burned  that  their 
durability  has  been  secured.  They  have  been  so  unsusceptible  of  decomposition  that  many  of  their  angles 
are  yet  as  sharp  as  ever.  This  Door-way,  although  adjoining  the  public  street,  and  subject  to  all  sorts  of 
injury,  is  still  a beautiful  example  of  brick-work. 

XLI.  SEaltljam,  lEsscx.  Rev.  H.  Moore. — Only  the  Nave  and  side  Chapel 

of  this  once  tine  cruciform  Church  remain.  The  architecture  is  chiefly  Norman,  of  a very  massive  character, 
with  some  very  good  middle-pointed  additions  and  insertions.  The  drawing  shews  the  interior,  looking  north- 
west. At  some  little  distance  eastward  of  the  present  Church  is  shown  the  site  of  King  Harold’s  grave. 

XLII.  Ilougal,  Erclauti*  Rev.  J.  Brooke. — Yougal  lies  at  the  mouth  of  the  river  Blackwater,  in  the 
county  of  Cork.  The  Collegiate  Church,  which  forms  the  chief  subject  of  this  sketch,  was  founded  by  Thomas 
Fitz-Gerald,  Earl  of  Desmond,  A.D.  1464,  and  dedicated  to  the  Blessed  Virgin  Mary.  The  east  window  of  the 
Chancel,  here  shewn,  is  a beautiful  specimen  of  the  Decorated  period.  The  building  beyond  originally  formed 
part  of  the  College,  which  consisted  of  a Warden  and  eight  Fellows,  and  this  was  the  Warden’s  House.  After 
the  dissolution  it  became  the  property  of  Sir  Walter  Raleigh,  who  is  said  to  have  resided  in  it  while  Mayor  of 
Yougal  in  1588  ; and  the  garden  claims  the  honour  of  having  produced  the  first  potatoes,  from  those  introduced 
by  Sir  Walter  from  Virginia  in  the  year  1610. — See  Grose's  Antiquities. 

XLIII.  fHfhiae&al  fllOUSC,  Jlartoch,  SomerSCtSllBT.  A.  S.  Ellis,  Esq.—Eeav  the  Church  are  the 
remains  of  a fine  Manor-House  of  the  fourteenth  century.  The  Hall,  about  22.0  by  33.0,  has  on  each  side 
two  good  windows  of  two  lights  with  cinquefoiled  heads  and  a transom : the  inner  arch  is  also  cinquefoiled, 
and  there  are  side  seats  in  the  sill.  The  end  window,  more  elevated  than  the  rest  and  now  blocked  up,  has 
the  same  foliated  inner  or  scoinson  arch,  is  of  two  lights,  but  has  a quatrefoil  in  the  head.  Perpendicular 
brackets  have  been  inserted  in  the  piers  between  the  two  side  windows.  The  Roof  is  of  plain  open  timber, 
with  four  collar-braced  triisses.  At  the  lower  end  of  the  Hall  were  two  doors,  now  blocked  up,  into  the  ser- 
vants’ passage,  and  another  in  the  side  wall  into  the  servants’  Court. 

Beyond  this  are  two  small  rooms  or  offices,  over  which  is  the  Solar,  placed  as  usual  transversely  to  the  Hall, 
with  a good  Decorated  window  at  each  end,  of  two  lights  with  a quatrefoil  of  ])late-tracery  in  the  head.  One 
of  these  windows  with  the  whole  gable  has  been  recently  taken  down : the  other  remains,  and  is  seen  in  the 
sketch.  The  two  square-headed  windows  and  buttresses  to  the  ground-story  arc  Perpendicular  insertions. 

d’lie  Kitchen  is  almost  a detached  Iniilding,  connected  at  one  corner  only  with  the  Solar  and  offices,  and 
standing  at  right  angles  to  these,  forming  another  side  of  the  servants’  Court.  It  retains  its  plain  open  timber 
roof,  and  its  tirc-])lace,  (ten  feet  wide,)  and  the  hatch  by  the  side  of  the  door  opening  into  the  Court. — Parker's 
J hniestic  Architecture. 

XUV.  Jlongomhaub.  Rev.  J.  L.  Petit. — Fongombaud  is  between  Tours  and  Poictiers.  The  Nave 
is  of  ])ointcd  architecture  and  dismantled : the  eastern  part  is  Romanesque,  and  has  been  restored  as  the  Con- 
ventual Church,  fl’lie  Monks  arc  of  a strict  and  silent  Order,  and  ladies  are  not  admitted  within  its  walls. 

XLV.  Tvcfcctoro,  Braultcu  'HbbfJJ,  1l?nmiJSl]irC.  J.  TF.  Gillett,  Esq. — Now  used  as  the  Parish 
Church.  The  signification  of  the  word  Beaulieu,  or  Bolins  Locus,  as  it  was  formerly  called,  is,  Jine qdace ; and 
accordingly  the  Abbey  was  built  in  one  of  tlic  most  beautiful  S])Ots  that  can  be  conceived,  and  atibrds  additional 
evidence  of  that  elegant  taste  which  our  forefathers  displayed  in  the  choice  of  sites  for  the  erection  of  Churches 
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and  Religions  Houses.  The  Abbey  stands  in  a valley,  defended  on  every  side  with  high  ground  covered  with 
wood,  washed  by  a meandering  stream  which  winds  through  it.  An  air  of  gloom  and  solemnity  is  thrown 
over  the  scene  by  the  deep  woods  which  almost  environ  it,  well  suited  to  excite  religious  emotions,  while  the 
stream  that  glides  by  its  sides  smooths  the  mind  by  its  gentle  miumm-ing,  and  affords  a striking  emblem  of 
human  life  as  it  continually  flows  over  its  pebbled  bed,  and  is  then  irrevocably  lost  amid  the  sylvan  shades 
which  smi’onnd  it. 

With  towering  pinnacle  and  arch  sublime, 

Above  the  lowly  domes  of  modern  hands ; 

Clad  in  the  venerable  vest  of  Time 

Beaulieu  Abbey  in  ruined  grandeur  stands. 

But,  ah ! how  changed,  since  when  through  silent  night

XLVI.  of  Sames,  Tt^i  15arl  of  ©ouglas,  anti  Beatrice  biife,  in  tije  Cijurdj  of 

<St.  Bribe’s,  ©ouglas,  ILanarksijire.  Mrs.  BaUUe  Hamiltoii. — James,  7th  Earl  of  Douglas,  4th  Duke  of 
Turenne,  brother  of  Archibald,  5th  Earl,  and  grandson  of  King  Robert  the  Illrd  of  Scotland,  was  Warden  of 
the  Marches  towards  England  in  the  reign  of  King  James  the  Ilnd.  He  married  Beatrice  Sinclair,  daughter 
of  Henry  Earl  of  Orkney,  and  died  in  1443. 

XLVII.  ILlangclnncn  Cijurcfi,  jHcrionetijstjire.  Capt.  G.  T.  This  was  once  the  Parish 

Church,  but  a new  one  having  been  built  at  Llwyngwril,  two  miles  oft,  it  has  been  deserted,  and  is  now 
falling  to  ruin.  The  position  of  the  Bell-turret  on  the  gable  of  the  Porch  is  remarkable. 

XLVIII.  Interior  of  Bosijam  ®f)ure]^,  Sussex,  Mrs.  Baillie  Hamilton. — The  Tower,  which  is 
here  shewn  in  the  drawing,  is  said  to  be  of  undoubted  Saxon  Architecture.  There  existed,  according  to  Bede, 
a small  Religious  House  at  Bosham  for  five  or  six  monks,  as  early  as  the  sixtli  or  seventh  century,  and  after- 
wards considerably  increased.  Harold  is  said  to  have  had  a Palace  here,  of  wliich  the  site  is  still  pointed  out. 

XLIX.  lEfftgies  in  Bgtijcr  Cfjurc|j,  ^orksiiire.  Dr.  Gihson. — The  lower  figures  are  of  Sir  W. 
Ryther  and  his  wife.  He  served  in  the  wars  under  King  Edward  the  1st.  She  wears  a wimple,  which  is 
covered  by  a couvre-chief,  falling  over  the  shoulders,  and  bound  to  the  head  by  a fillet.  Her  hair  is  in  plaits, 
and  her  mantle  is  gathered  up  under  her  arms.  The  other  lady’s  head-dress  is  a good  example  of  the  middle 
of  the  fifteenth  century,  consisting  of  a rich  caul  or  kerchief  of  embroidery,  edged  by  a jewelled  fillet,  the  end 
of  the  caul  being  brought  over  from  the  back,  and  pinned  in  front  by  a jewel.  In  her  uplifted  hands  is  her 
heart,  in  allusion  to  Lamentations,  iii,  41. 

L.  Norman  ©oor^toag,  Btsjiop  SEtltOn,  ^orhsflirr,  J/fss  Rarstott?.— The  village  of  Wilton  is  re- 
markable for  its  Beacon,  eight  hundred  feet  above  the  level  of  the  sea,  which  gives  the  name  of  Wilton  Beacon 
to  one  quarter  of  the  wapentake  of  Harthill.  It  derives  its  prefix  of  Bishop  from  the  ancient  palace  of  the 
Archbishops  of  York,  the  site  of  which  may  still  be  traced.  In  the  Church  are  the  arms  of  Neville,  the  sup- 
jiosed  builder  of  the  Nave  and  Tower.  The  Church  is  chiefly  Decorated,  but  the  Chancel  is  Norman,  and  the 
Chancel- Arch  is  of  great  beauty.  The  Norman  Porch  is  most  elaborate,  the  double  column  and  carving  of 
the  interior  Arch  being  very  rare.  The  date  is  probably  that  of  King  Stephen.  The  Church  is  dedicated  to 
S.  Edith,  and  has  been  admirably  restored  at  the  cost  of  the  impropriator.  Sir  Tatton  Sykes,  Bart. 

LI.  Sumian  BoluL  Mrs.  Beckett. — It  is  comparatively  rarely  that  we  have  the  pleasure  of  meeting 
with  the  Samian  ware  in  its  perfect  state.  The  present  specimen  is  whole,  though  rather  chipped.  Tlie 
pattern  is  repeated,  and  appears  to  represent  a centairr  and  a bear  fleeing  in  great  terror  before  a lion,  who, 
knowing  his  power,  follows  more  leisurely.  The  figures  are  in  relief. 

These  four  articles,  on  plates  v,  xxvi,  and  Li,  are  in  the  possession  of  John  Rainey,  Esq.,  Bath. 

LIE  Jtrt^placc,  IBoUCCjal  (Castle*  Miss  Gather. — Donegal  Castle  was  built  about  the  twelfth  cen- 
tury by  the  O’Donnells,  and  held  by  them  until  their  conquest  and  attaint,  when  it  jnassed  into  the  hands  of 
Sir  Basil  Brooke,  who  held  it  for  Queen  Elizabeth.  Two  fire-places  of  his  time  still  remain.  The  arms  of 
the  one  here  sketched  are  those  of  Brooke  impaling  Leicester,  the  family  name  of  Sir  Basil’s  wife : the  other 
shield  has  Brooke  only. 
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LIII.  ©li&cr  Crombjeirs  0Eatc!j,  Mrs.  Lingen  Burton. — This  lock-watch  is  now  in  the  possession 
of  C.  Amphlett,  Esq.,  of  The  Town  Ashes,  Bridgnorth,  to  whom  it  was  bequeathed,  with  the  house  and  landed 

property,  by Groves,  Esq.  He  inlierited  the  watch  from  the  Wollaston  family,  to  whom  it  had  been 

bequeathed  by  General  Bradsliaw,  the  regicide,  to  whom  it  is  well  known  that  Oliver  Cromwell  gave  his  watch. 
It  is  very  handsome  and  massive,  of  chased  silver  (as  shown  in  the  enlarged  drawing,)  in  a black  shagreen  and 
silver  case.  The  chain,  key  and  double  seal,  are  of  steel : the  other  seal  is  an  unpolished  black  and  white 
rough  pebble,  finely  engraved  with  a Roman  head. 

LIV.  Prior  2^td[)arb’s  Sljrinr,  Miss  Barstmo. — The  drawing  represents  the  north  side 

of  the  base : the  upper  part  is  of  carved  oak,  of  which  the  east  end  is  curiously  painted,  and  divided  into  com- 
])artments.  The  centre  one  contains  S.  Andrew,  to  whom  the  Church  is  dedicated,  and  the  other  S.  Peter  and 
])robably  S.  John.  Beneath  are  represented  the  sufferings  of  Christ. 

Prior  Richard  was  confirmed  in  his  office  by  Dean  William  and  the  Chapter  of  York  in  1143.  He  was 
a distinguished  historian,  and  wrote  “Of  the  Actions  of  King  Stephen  and  Henry  the  Ilnd,”  “The  War 
of  The  Standard,”  “A  short  Chronicle  from  Adam  to  Henry  the  Emperor,”  and  “De  statu  et  Episcopis 
Hagustaldensis.”  He  died  and  was  buried  in  his  Monastery  in  1192. 

LV.  ©arbcb  Stone,  Jurness  ^hheg,  ILancasfiire*  Dr.  Gibson. — The  three  persons  of  the  Holy 
Trinity  are  here  represented  as  concurring  in  the  creation  of  Eve.  The  stone  is  now  fixed  in  the  chimney- 
])iece  of  the  large  dining-room  at  the  hotel,  which  is  built  of  tire  remains  of  the  Abbot’s  House.

The  bas-relief  marked  2 is  over  the  entrance  to  the  Nave,  not  the  Chancel.
